Osipovichi Petroleum Storage is located
4 kilometers (km) northwest of Osipovichi
(53-18N  (28-38E) on the north side of the
Osipovichi-Marina Gorka rail line. The instal-
tation is served by a spur from the rail line.
All-weather primary roads provide access to
Osipovichi.
(Al.-1) is located 6 km southeast and
Osipovichi Army Barracks South (ALL-2), 6.2
km southeast.

The installation covers approximately 90
acres and consists of three areas: a probably
secured POl. storage area containing 44 POI.
